All which Confiderations are of much greater Force, 
vthae a War is managed by an Alliance of many Confederates, 
which in the variety of IntereAs, among the levcnd Parties, is 
liabfe to fo many unforefeen Accidents. 

£1 a Confedeiare War it ought to be confideted, whidi I'ar- 
ff hat the deeped fliare m the Qismel : For though each may 
ttave^icir particular Reasons, yet one or two among them wifl 
probably be more concerned than the reft, and thcretbre ODghc ■ 
tabcar thegreaceft part of the Burthen, in proportion to their 
Strength. For Example : Two Princes may be Competitors for 
a Kingdom, and it will be your Intereft to take the part of him 
who'will probably allow you good Conditions of Trade, rather 
than of the other, who poflib^ inay not. However, that Prince 
whofe Cauft you efpoufe, though never fo vigoroully, is the 
Principal in that War, and You, properly fpeaXing, are bat a 
^ono. Or a Commonwedth may lie in danger to oe over-nii> 
6y a powerful Neighbour, which, in time, may produce very 
bad Cinfequences upon your Trade and Libettv : 'lis therefore 
necei^, as well as prudent, to lend them Alfiflancc, and help 
tiiero to win a ftrong fonire Frontier ; but, as They raufl in 
; ncrarfe be the firft and greateft Sufferers, fo, in Juftice, they 
oug-ht to bear the ercateft Wei^t. If aHoufebe onfire, itbe-

foe, among the feveral Parties wiio came firft or laft into this 
Confederacy, there were few but who, in proportion, had more 
to get or to lofe, to hope or to fear, from cm good or ill Sue- 
eeTi of this War, than we. The Duteb took up Arms to defftid 
themfelKs from immediate Ruin ; and by a ruccefsfnl War, 
tbey propoTed to have a larger Extent of Cotincry, and a better 
Frontier againft FrMce. The Empertr hoped to recover the Miv 
fiarchy of S^4iN, orfomepariof it, for his younger Son, chiefly 
at the Expence of Ui and Holland. The King of Portuzal bad 
teceiyed Inielligcnce, that Philif deigned to renew the old Pre 
tenfiool of Spain upon that Kingdom, which is furronnded l^ 
the other on all fides, except towards the Sea, and could ifaere- 
Cbte only be defended by Maritime Potven, This, with the ad» 
vantageous Ternu offered by Kir^ Charlet^ as wrll as by U^ 
prevailed with that Prince to enter into the Alliance. The Dul^e 
ef S^v9fi Temptations and Fears were yet greater : The mam 
Charge of the War on that fide, was to be Tnpplied by England, 
and the Profit to redound to him. In cafe Milan fhould be Con- 
quered, i( was Itipulaied ih&i his Royal Higbnefs fhould hare 
the Ducchy of MontferrM, belonging to the Duke of MrM(»4, 
the Provlncfs of Alexandria, and VateiBia, and Lmiel/ino,-wiib 
other Lands between the Po and the Tanarit together with the 
Vigeventfce, or in lieu of it, an Equivalent out of the Province 
oXNffoara, adjoining to bis own State; beGde whatever clfe 
could be taken from Frditcron that flde by the Confederate For- 
tes, Then, he was iq terrible Apprehenlions of being furround- 
ed by Franoe, who had To many Troops in the Mitatteft, waX 
nighi have eafily fwallowed up his whole Dutcby. 

Tbe rcA of ibe Allies came in purely for Subiidef, whereof 
they liink confiderable Sums into their own Coffers, and refufed 
to fend their Contingent to the Emperor, Blledgtng their Trocqit 
wen: already hired by England and Hdlaad.

. Operations of it, we endeavonred to prevent, I mean an Union 
of Intereft and AfieiStions betweett the two Nations { Fw the 
SpuMi'drdj muft of necellky cal! in French Troon to their Aflt- 
ftance : This would iniroduco trneh Coanfeilofs into King 
Philip's Court ; and this, by degrees, would habituate, and re- 
concue the iwo Nations : That> to aHIft King Charlet by En- 
fli/h or Dutch Forces, would render him odiou to hii new Sub^ 
jeiSti, wbo bave nothing in lb great an Abonllnatiot^, as ibofc 
wbom they hold for Hertticki ■' That, the French weuld by iliis 
means become Mafters of the Trcafures in the Spani/h ff^efi- 
Indiet ■■ Thar, in the laA War, when Sprtin, Celagn, and Bavaria 
were ^ our Alliance, and by a tnodeft Computation brought 
Sixty ihouland Men into the Field againfi the Common Bnemy { 
when PIim4»^s, tbe Seat of War, was on our Side, and hit Ma- 
jefty, a EVinoe of great Valour and Coudud, xt rhe Head of 
tbe w bole Confederate Artny ; yei we bad no reafon to boait of 
ourSnecers: How then thould w^beable tooppofeRdncrwiih 
tbofe Powers af^ainft us, which would carry Sixty ihoufand Men 
from us to tbe Enemy, and fo make us, upon tbe Balance, weaker 
by One hundred and twenty ibonfand Men, at the beginning of 
tbii War, than of that in the Year 1688 > 

On the other tide, ibofe whole Opinion, or fome private Mo- 
tives, inclined them to give their Advice for entring into a new 
War, alledged how dangerous it would be for England, that P/m- 
Hp Ihonld be King of Spain ; that we could bare no Security for 
our Trade, while that Kingdom was fubje&'to a Prince of the 
Bturbm Family ; nor any hopes of preserving the Balance of 
Europe, because tbe Grandfather would, in efied, be King, 
while his Grandfon had bat tbe Title, and ifaerebv have a better 
Oppcrtunity than ever of purfuing his DcHgn forUmvcrfal Mo" 
Barcby. Xbefc and tbe like Argumeiin pi evaUtd| atut Uh wid>-' 
:. B i ■ i:;ii-' ■ om 
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oat oSeriag ac any oclier Rcmedr, witbottc takiog time iq 
coafider the Confequeiice^ or ro reflect op our own Con- 
dition, we biRHy engaged in a. War which bacfa coft ns 6viy 
Millioni t and atVer repealed, u well at nnexpeded Snccels in 
Arms, baib put as and oar Pofterky in a worfe Coadiiion, act 
only iban any of our AIUcfj but even pur eonqnered Enemies 
iJKmfclves. 

The pan we bave acAed in the Conduifl of ihii whole War, 
wirbreKrencetopur Allictabroad, and lo a prevailing Fadidti 
at borne, it wbai I (hall now particularly eiamia ; where I pre-r 
fume it will appear, by plain Matters of ¥i&, that no Katioti 
was ever fo long or {a (candalonQy abofed by ^e Folly, the Ts* 
■nerity, the Corrupiion, the Ambition of its dooiefticfc Enemies ; 
pT treaied wiii lb mnch Infolence, Injoftice and Ingratimde by 
][£ foreign Friends. 

This will bp manifeft by proving the Three fdlowing Pointy. 

F'rfi, That againft all manner of Pmdence or common Rea- 
fon^ we engaged in ibis War at Principals, when we ought to 
liave a^ed only as Auxiliariei. 

SeeotuJlj, That we fperi all our Vigour in purfuing ihat ParjC 
of rbe War wbich could leaft anfwer the End we propolcd by 
beginning ofi(; and made no Efibru at all where we couta 
bave moft weakned rfac Couugon Enemy, and ai ihc lame time 
piriched our Selves. 

Left!/, That we fuffercd each of our Allie* to break every 
Article in thufe Treaties and Agrcemeets by which they were 
bound, and to lay the Bunben ppon ar. 

Upon the £rft of thefe Points, That we tmgit to ban cnrered 
into this War only as AimilLiriet. Let any Allan t(£t& span 
pur Condition at that time ; }ufi come out of the moft tedious^ 
expcnliveand unfuccefsful V^ar that ever Ei^land-bsd been en- 
gigejJ in J gnking under heavy Debts, of a Nature and Degree 
never hehid of by Us or Our Ancellors ; the Bulk of the Gentry 
and People heartily tired Cf the War, and glad pf a Peace, rfio* 
ii brought nooifaer Advantage but itielf : No fui^en Prafpedof 
l^lTening our Taxes, which were growiyas necelTary to pay off 
Debts, as [o raiTe Armiei : A fort of ani&iaj Wcahfa of Funds 
and Stocks In the Hands of ibok who foT ten Years before had 
been plundedng the PaMich, > Many Corrapiions io every 
|trancb of our GoteTnmeBc, that needed Refonnatioc. Unda 
ihefe Difficulties, fcom whi^ twenty Years Peace, and the wi> 
felt AUnagement, could hardly recover ui, we declare Wat 
againlt Fraaet, fortified bij ttr AcceiTion and Pittance of thofo 
Powers I meotioocd brfore, and whicbt io the (qtma War, had 
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bad been Parties in our Confedtracjr. Ir It wtty obvioos what 
a Cbange muft be made in [he BaUnce, bf facb Weights taken 
out of Our ScaJe and put into tbeir Theiri ; lincc ic was toini- 
fcft by ten Years f zpcricnce, that France witbout iboCe Addi- 
tions of Stirngih, was able to maintain it felf af ainft us. So 
that Human Frobabiliiy ran with mighty oddson the otbcr £de ; ' 
and in (hat cafe, nothing under the moft extream Nece^y 
Oiould force any State to engage in a War. Vc bad already ac- 
knowledged Philip {oiKingoi Spain i neither doei ibe Qaecn's 
Declaration of War take notice DTtbeDukeofvfwm'i Succeflioa 
lo that Monarchy) ai a Snbjed of Qnarrel ; but the Frmet 
King'i govemuig it as if ii were bis own ; his fcising C4r//^, 
MiUn, and the Spani/h Lew Gemuriei, witJi tiie Indignity of 
Proclaiming the Pretender, In all which wc charge that Prince 
with nothing direi^ly relating to lu, excepting the laft : And 
this, tlthtmgh indeed a great Atironi, migbi have eafily been 
recrefTed witboat » War; for the French Court declared tbcy 
did HOC acknowledge the Pref^fK/rr, but only cave him the Tii^ 
of 'C'^i which wai allowed to Attgufim by hi* Enemy f^ 
Sueden, who had driven him oat of P»lmd, and forced him to 
acknowledge Stanijlaut. 

Tisimc indeed, the Danger of tbe'i>iifeil<, by fo ill a Neigb- 
boiirhood in FianJen, might zSeQ ui very much in the Confe- 
quenccs of it ; and the Lofs of Sfain to the Houfe of Aujhia, 
if ir Ihould be governed by French Influence, and French Poli- 
tidcT, mighi, in time, be Very pernicious to our Trade. It 
would therefore have been prudent, as well as generous and 
charitable, to help onr Neighbour j and fo we might have done 
wiib oat 'injuring our felves : For by an old Treaty with Hoi- 
land, wc were bound lo affift that RcpuUick with Ten thon- 
iand Men, whenever they were attacked by the Frevcb ; whofe 
Troops, upon the Kitig of j/>d/n'i Death, taking PoiTefiion of 
Flmdir^, in ri%bt ai Philip, and fecuring the Dutch Garrtions 
'till they would acknowledge Him, ttie Situei Gensrsl, by Me- 
mcmals from their Envoy here, demanded only the Ten tboti- 
fand Men, we were obliged to give by vinue of that Treaty. 
And I make no donbi bur Holland woald have exerted them- 
felves fo vigOFoufly, as to be able, witb that AfliAance alone, to 
de&nd tbeir Frontiers : Or, if tbey bad been forced to a Peace, 
ihe Spanidrdi, who abhor difmcmbrtng their Menarcby, would 
never have fotfered ibe French to poflefs ihemfelves of Fenders. ' 
At that time they bad none of ihofe Endearments to each other 
which tfait War bath created ; and whatever Hatred and jea. 
loufe were natural between the two Nations, would then have 
appeared. So that there was no fort of necefScy for Us to pro- 
fced faviber, skhoagli We bad been in a beoer Condition.'

Var muft be undertaken, vpott the Advice of tbofe njio, with

ler, England, and tbe SiAitf-Getural i by wfaiefa^ if 'the Injn- 
sie» complained of from Franct wcr« not remedied in two 
ftfoncbs, tbe parties concerned wew obliged mutually to atlift 
ether 9ith their whole Strength. 

Tbds We becamr Fnocipal in a Wit, in CoiD}un)ftiQn wittr 
r»o Allier, wbofc Aare in ihe Quarrel was, beyond all Propoi- 
noiT, greacer than ours. However, i can fee no Reafon fron 
the Words of the Grand Alliance, by which we were obliged ur 
make tbofe prodigioot Ezpeoceswc have Hnce been ai. By wbac 
X have always beard and read, I take tbe whole Strength efikr 
NMiffn, as undecftood in tbac Treaty, to be the atmoft ibai a 
Prince caaraife. Annually from his Subjei^s; if he be forced to 
Mortgage and Borrow, whether at Home or Abroad, it is not, 
properly tpeaking, hi mn Strerigth, or that of tbe Nation, bm 
the entire Subfbmce of particular PctlbrK, wblcb not being able 
Hr raiTc out of the annual Income of his Kingdom, be takes Qp- 
sn Seciirity, and can only pay the Interelt ; and by ibis Method 
one Part of ibe Nation is pawned lo tbe oiber, with bardty * 
Poifitxiiiy left of being ever redeemed. 
• Sni«ly it would have been enough for m to ba»e furpcnded 
tie Payment of our Debts contraified in the former. War, w 
bare continued our Land and Malt Tax, with ibofc others 
which have (ince bem mongaged ; Tbefe, wiib foaie Addiii- 
aai, would have made up fucb a Sum, as, with prudent tAa.^ 
nagemetit, might, I (uppo fc, baTcmainiaiDedanHundrcdibotr- 
fand Men by Sea and Land ; a reafonable Quou in aU'Confcir 
ence for that Atiy, who apprehended leaft Danger, and expe<^- 
cd leafl Advantage' Nor can we ioaagioe that either of tbe 
Confedeeates, when the War begun, would have been (o an.- 
ceaibnable, as to refufe joininK with us upon fucb a Foot, and 
expedl [bat we fhould^very Year go between three and foui 
Idilliont^inDebt (wbichbaib been our Cafe) becaufe tUeFremi 
could hardly have contrived any Olfers of a Peace fe Tinnous 
CO ns as fuch a War. Pofterify. wili be at a lot* to conceive wbac 
kind of Spirit could polTefs ibe?r Anceiktrs, who after ten Years 
Suffering, by the unexampled Pohticksof aNation^mainiaioiiig 
a War by annually Fawning it felf ; and during a fiLOrt Peace, 
while they were looking back witb Hotror en the heavy Load 
of Debts they bad contrat^ed j univetfally condemning thole 
'psrniciotis Counfels which bad occalioned ibem ^ racking their 
Invention for fome Kcinediesor Expedients to m^nd ibpir fl»E- 
'Jizsd Cpndition: That ihefe very People^ wul)Oiltgiviiglbea\-> 
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felvef ttoie to bFeatb, Jhonld again enter incg « inDre dat^enAiif 
chargeable, and encenlive War, for cbe fame, or perhaps a greater 
Period of Time, and wiihouc any apparent Nccellit)'. Iiisob- 
vions in a private Fortune, that whoever annually cum-odi, -and 
'continoei tbe fame Expences, mnft every Yearmortf afre a ffreai«f 
qiunciiy of Land than be did before ; and as ttie Debt doubCeE 
and trebles upon him, -fo doth bis Inability to pay it- By the 
faine Proptntuui wehavefuifered twice as much by thislaft ten 
Years War, ai we did by tbe farmer ; aad if it wccc poffiUe 
to contianc it five Yean longer at the fame rate, ic would be 
as great a Burthen as tbe whole Twenty. This Compuutioti« 
fs eafie and icivial as it a alnioft a fhacne to mention, Fofteritf 
will [blnk ibai thote who firfi advifed the War, had cither act 
the Senfe or the Honclty to confider. 

Atid as we have waited our Strengih and vital SidslUncc in 
this profufe manner, fo we. have fliamefuliy mifapplied it i» 
Ends at leall very diiferent from thofe for which we uodertook 
the War, and ofren to eifeifl others which after a Peace we xaxf 
fcverely repent. Thisisthe kcond Article I pEopofed to c 



W H have -now /or Ten Years tegcthcE ramed the -Whole 
I^oifce and Expeace of the War, where the Enemy was beft able 
CO bold us at a Say ; where we could propofe tut manner of 
Advantage to our felvei ; where it was highly ia:vpoUtick tv 
enlarge our Coiujuel^s ; utterly neglei^ing thai Part wbidi 
would have faved and gained us many Adilliotts, which tbe per- 
petual Maxims of oik Government teach us to purrue ; which 
weald have fooneft weakened tbe Enemy, and muft either have, 
promoted a fpeedy Peace, or enabled us to go ofi wiib the War. 

Tbofc who arc fosd sf «;oiKinning tbe War cry up our com- 
ftant Sucoels at a moft prodigious rate, and rockou it infinitelf - 
crcater than in all human Probability we bad rcalbn to hope.

(iicb Miraculous J^mhpj, we are not yet in a Condition cf 
bringing VrMut to our Terau, nor can tej] when we &all be lo. 
«bo(^ we Jhould proceed without any Reverfe ^if Fortune ; 
What could we look for in tbe ordinary Qourlc of Thii^s, but

Getting into the Enemies Lines,' paffin^ Rivert, and 
taking Towns, may be Adiiotts attended with many glorious 
Circumltatiees : Bw when all ibii brings no ml folid Advao' 
lajge to as, when it hath nQ otbcr Bod than to en[arge the Ter* 
ritoriei of the Dutch, and encrcafe the Fame aod 'health of our 

G /, I conclude, however it comes about, thar Things arft 

tioE as tbey flkiuld be ; Vad that lurel; on- Forces aAd Money 
might be better employed, both towards reducing our Enemy, 
sod working fome Benefit to our (elves. But the Cafe is ftill 
much harder, .We are deftroying many thoufand Lives, exhau- 
Btng all oar Subftance, rot for oar own Intereft, which woald 
be bnt common Prudence ; not for a Thing Indifferenrj which 
would be l^afficienc Folly, bur perhaps to our own Deftrot^ioDj 
which is perfeift Madnefs. W<: may live to feel the ESe6ts of 
our Valour uMire fenfibly than all the Conltqoences we imagine 
from the iDo()ninion» of Spain tn the Ookc ot AH/ou. We have 
Conquered a< noble Territory for the Slates, rhat wHl maintain 
fttffieient Troopi coDeftnd it felf, feed many hundred thooland 
Inbabitanis, v4hefe all Encoaragetnent will be given to intro- 
duce and improve Manufa^ures, which was the only Advan* 
tafe they waMtd ; and wMcb, added to their Skill, Indnftry, 
and Par^mony, \vill enable tbem ro untierfell us in every Mar- 
ket of tb« WopH.. 

Oar Supply of Forty thoufand Men, according to the firft 
Sti^ladOr«, added to tbe Quota's of the Etnpcror'and' /?(>/,'<»< 
whicb tltey wen obliged t9imtiiA, w<onld have made an Army 
c^ncRf Titahwidwd thoufand, excUjive of Gar rHbns ; enough 
to wittifband all e4k Powe> that F/mfce could bring againft it J 
Mid vnt might have etttpldyctf ihe rell orach better, both for tfae 
oommtMi Caufe ai^ our own Ad^anrage. 

Ttfe War in Spmn meft be imputed to the Credulity of otH^ 
MiniR^M, wbffloflered themfelfes to be perfuaded by tbe Im- 
fwrial Cosrt, that tbe Sfmiardj were fo violently affeifled to the! 
Houfe Af Aafiria, as upon the- iirft Appearance there, witb 4 
few Troops tinder tbe Archduke, the whole Kingdom WOiiM 
immediately rc»oft. This we ^ried , and found the Emperor ttf 
have deceived ekhef Us or Himfetf: Vet there We dmvtiHt 
•fee Vat ax a prodigious Oifadvantage, with great Esponet y 

d by a molt corrupt Managemfrnr, the only General, v*Bo by 

^oarAofCpndu&andFortaneatmofttniraCBtoas, bad neatly 
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pni ra isto VoffeShn of the Kio^om, vru left Wbollf nnrnp* 
ported, cxpofed lo the Enry of his Rivali, diAppmntnl bv tbe 
Caprices of a youag unezperieoced Prince, under ihe Onidonce 
oF a rapacioQi German Miniftry, and at laft called home in Dif- 
conieni : By which our Annies, boifa a StM^ and Ptraig^/t 
were made a Sacrifice to Avarice, Ill-cOiidua or Treachery. 

In common Prudence, we Oiotild either hare wlhcd thai 
War with the ntmoft Vigour, in fo fonunate a Junourv, «(p6. , 
dally lince the gaining cfaac Kingdom was ibfc great Poidi for 
which We prerended to continue the War, or at leaft when wc 
bid fiutid or nude [hat Dellgn impraAicable, we flionld noC 
have gone on in fo ezpenfive a Managetneot of it } but have 
kepc our Troops on the Defentive in CMtdlmtM, and purfned 
fome other way more efTcSual for difticfling the Common En»-, . 
tny, and advantaging Oarfelves. 

And what a noble Field of Honour and PrsEt had we before 
us, wherein cq employ the belt of oar Strength, which againft 
all the Maxims of Briiipi Policy, we fuffercd to lie wholly nqj- 
lededp I have fometimes wondered bow it came to pcft, that 
the Style of Maritime Peveri, by which oUr Allies, in a fort of 
concemptuous manner, ufualfy couple tu with the Dutek, did 
itever put us in mind of the Sea ; and while fome Politiciaoi 
were (hewing ai the way to Spain by FUnders, others by Savoy 
ottJaplei, that the ff'/l-Indiei Ihould never come into theic 
Hands. With half the Charge we have been at, we might 
have maintained our original Quota x)f Forty ihoufand Men in 
Ftandtrs, and at the fame time by our Fleets and -Naval Forces, ' 
have fo diftrefTed the Spaniard! in the North and South Seas ot 
Amtrica, as to prevent any Reitfrnj of Mony from thence, ex- 
cept in our own fiotioms. This it what beft became us to do 
as a Maritime Pmer : This, with any comiDoa degree of SuC- 
ce(s, would loon have compelled frdn» to the NeceiCiies of a 
Peace, and Spain to acknowletlge the Archduka. But while 
We, fortehYean, have been fqaandtingaway our MonyupoQ 
the Continent, France haib been wifely engrolling all the Trade 
ofBerii, ^oing direiftly with their Ships to Li^a, and other 
Ports, and there receivir;g Ingots of Gold and Silver for French 
Goodsof little Valoef which, betide the mighty Advantage to 
their Nation at prefent, may divert the CbaDoel of that 'iD-a^e 
for the future, fo beneficial to ns, who ufed to receive annjfally 
fuch vaft Sums at CV'^i f°t our Goods Cent thence to iheSptmJ^ 
Pfifi-Indin. All this we tamely faw and fuifeied, wiibOut ihe> 
teaftAttempt tobinder it; except what was performed by louie_^ 
^rivve Men ai Srtjial, who, inflamed by a true Spirit of Cou*' 
. tage.and Induftry^' did, about three' Years ago, with a feuf 
Veflels, li(ied 001 at thor ow'n Charge, make a moft fuccefsful

may fend our Fleets, whenever he pleafes, upon his Errands, to 
ibme of the funheft Parts of the World, or keep them attend- 
ing upon his own Coails, 'ciU he thinks fit to difmifs tbem; 
Tbefe Fke[s muH likewifc be fubjedt in all things, not only to 
ibe King, but to his Viceroys, Admirals and Governors, in any. 
of his Foreign Dominions, when heisinaHtiinoartoapprebcnd 
an InvaRon ; which, I believe, is an Indignity that was never 
offered before, except to a Conquered Nation. 

In the Oefenftve Alliance with that Crown, which is to re- 
maiti perpetual, and where only England and HvUdnd are Par- 
lici with them, the fame Care, in almoft the bme Words, is 
laken for our Fleet to aiiend their Coafts and ^ordgn Domini- 
ons, and to be under the fame Obedience. We and ihs Statet 
are iikewife to farnUh ihem with Twelve thonfand Men at our 
own Charge, which we areConftantly to reauit, and thefe are 
to hie (jibjeS to the Porioguefe Generals. , 

In the OSeniive Alliance we took no care of having the Ajli- 
Aanee air i^"<^4/, whenever'we fliauld be invaded . But in this, 
it feemi, wc were w^fer ; for that King is obliged to make Wu 
on France Of Spaia, whenever we or Hallandaxe invaded by et- 
iher ; but before this, we are to fupply them with the jame 
Forces, both by Sea and Land, as if be were invaded himfelf : 
And this mod needs be a very pmdent and fafe Courfe for A 
Maritime Power to take upon a fodden Invaiion ; by which, 
inftcad oi making afe of our Fleets and Armies f(fi our-own De- 
fence, we maft Tend them abroad for the Defence of i>0rfi^4/. 

By the Thirteenth Article wc arc told, what this AlTiftance 
is which the Portugue^t are to give ns, and upon what Condi- . 
tions. They are to fumiOi ten Men of War ;'^U)d when Eng- 
Uadoj Holland Hiall be invaded by B^anct iu>d S^din together, 
or 1^ Spain alone ; in either of tbele Cafes, tbofe ten Pmuguti^t 
Men of Warare ioferveonfy-npontheirownCo«fli; wberci 
no doubt, they will be of mighty Ufc to their AIIiei,ao(lTerror 
10 the Enemy. 

How the Dutch were drawn lo have a Part in cither of tbefe 
two Alliances, is not very materia] to enquire, fince they hare 
been fo wife as never to obferve them, nor, I fuppt^e, ever in> 
tended it, but refolved, as they have fince doo^ » Ihift the 

- Load upon us. 

' Lei any Man rmd tbefe two Treaties from the b^intiutg to 
the end, he will imagine, that the King of fartt^M and his 
Mioiften fat down and made tfacm by thanTelre^ and ifieni fcni 
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them to that Allies to Sign ; the whole Spint and ' Tenot cf 
tbem^ oiite thro', tunnii^ ody upon Hiis luigle PfMnt, What 
We ano HolUai are to do for Ptrtngii!, Without aft? mentioti of 
an Equivalent, except thofe Teh Ships, which at the time whoi 
ve have ETeateft need of thrir ^flifiaiice, arc obliged to ancivl' 
upon their own Coafts.' 

The Barrier-Treaty between GreM Briixin and H)Sand, was 
concluded at the Hazie on the 2t>th of (Xkhtr, in the Year 17094 
In this Treaty, neitner Her Majefty, nor Her Kjn|donis, have' 
any Intereft or Concern, farther than what is mentioned in the 
Second and the Twentieth Articles : By the former, the States 
are to aflift the Q: — n in Defending the A& of SucceQion; and 
by the other, not to Treat of a Pe:icc 'till FrUnct acknowledges 
the Q^ — n and the Succcffion of HAnnovtr, and pronufes to ffr 
move the Pnunder out of liis Dominbns. ■ 

A« to the firftof fhefc. It is certainly for the Safety and in»- 
reflof the SiiUej-CenirM, that the Protefhnt Succemon fhould 
be prcfcEvcd in England i becaufe fuch a Popifb Prinrc as we 
apprehend, would infallibly join with P-tiwef iri the Ruin of that' 
Repuhlicft. And the Dutch are as much bound ta fupport out 
Succeflion, as they are tied to any Part of a Treaty of League . 
Offenfive and Defenfive, a^nlt a Common Enemy, widiout any 
ftparate Benefit upontlutConfideration. Her Nfajefty is in the 
fuD reaceable Poftellion of Her Kingdoms, and of the IHeaits cf 
Her People ; amongwhom, hardly one in five hundred are in 
the Prettdi^CT-'sIntereil. And whethei- theAfliilanceof theXWrS, 
to prefcrve a Right fo weneftabliflicd, bean Equivalent to thofe 
many unrealbnable exoifcitant Articles in the reil of the Treaty, 
kt nie World jutkc. What an imprelfion of our Settleinenc 
mull it give Abroat^ to fee oui Minifters offering fuch Condi- 
tions to the Diuch, to prevail on them to be Guarantees of our 
Afts of Parliament ! Neither perhaps is it right, in point of 
Policy or good Senftj that a Foreign Power ihisuld bfc called in 
to confirm our Succcffion by way of Guarantee ; bur only to ac- 
knowledge it. Otherwife we put it out of the Power of our owh 
Leziflature tpchange ourSticcellion, withoutthcConfentofthat 
Fnnce or State who is Guacuitce ; however our Porterity may 
hereafter, by the Tyranny and Oppreflion of any fucceediiig 
Princes, be reduced to the &tal Neceflity trf" breaking in upon 
the excellent and happy Settlement now in force. 

As to the other Article, it is a natural Confequt-nce that mull 
attend any Treaty of Peace we can make with France ; bring 
only the Acknowledment of Her Majefty asQueen of tfcr own 
DDininioni,andtheKightofSuccenionby our own laws, whid] 
no Foieijn Fowei batti any Pretence to difpute.

tlie FrwcfiDominions as paythcm to the Smts^ was the priucip^i 
C^jife of defeating this Projeft ,; fincc one great Advantage to liave 
l^en gained by it, \vas, as Brforc is luentioncd, to have hindrcdthe 
Eiicmy from ercfling their Maraziiics : And _ooe Anicle in thofc 
Treaties of Conpibutions is, that the Produfi of thoft Conntiies 
Ih^l pafs free and uiunolcfted. SothattbcQ^eftion iras lediicedtQ 
this fhort Iflbe, Whether the t)ii!cb fhoold lofe this paulrry Benefit, 
or the Couimon Qm^e, ^n Advantage of fuch mighty Imponance? 

The ^ea being the Eeoient where we might moft probably carry 
oil tile War with any Advantage to oor fclves, it was agreed thatwe 
fhould bear five Eigiiihs of the Charge in that Service, and the Diticb 
rbe other three : And by the Grand Alliance, whatever we ox Hoi' 
load Ihould Conquer in the Span^ Wifi-ttidtes, ivas to accrue to the 
Conquerors. It might thercfbie have been hoped, that this M«i- 
time ^y of mirs, would have niad*up in thcit Fleet, what theyfeH 
Ihort in their Army ; but quite otherwile, they, never once funiilb* 
ed their Qjjota rither of Snips pi Men ; or if fome few of rhjit 
Xleei now and then appeared, it was no more than appeatii% for 
tliev immediately fepaiaied to look to their Merchants and proie^ 
their Trade. And we may remember very well when thde Guarnn- 
tees of our Stuaffkn, after having not one Sliip fo^ many Month$ 
tc^ether in i\i.t:Mtditerranean, fent that part oftheir Qjiota thither, 
and furniflied nothing to us, at the lame time that they allaqncd U9 
with the Rumour of an Invafion. And laft Year, when Sir "^itits 
Wijhart was dtfpatched into Holland to eipoflulatc with theSarw, 
alia to defire they would make good tlieir Agreements, in lb impor- 
tant a part of the Service ; he met with fuch a Reception as ill be* 
came a Rcpublick to give, that lies imder fo many gteatObli^tions 
to us ; in fliorr, fiidi a one, as thofe only deferve, who are cort* 
. tent to. take. 

It hath likewife been no finalllnconvenienGc td lis, thattheIVr& 
are always flow in papng their Subfidies, by which means the weighs 
and piefliire of the Payq^nt lies upon the Qjieen, as ^vell as aic 
Blame, if HerMajef^beflif very exafl; nor wilt even tiiis always 
concent our Allies. For in Jidy 171 r, the King of Spdn was paid 
all his Subfidies to the firft of January next ; nevenhdels he hath 
fince complained for want of Money ; and his Secretary thteatned, 
diat if we would not further fupply his Maiefty, he could not an- 
swer (or what might happen ; although K~g C -- j lad not at tliat 
'time, one third ,of the Troops for which he was p^d j and even 
thole he had, wore neither Paid nor Cloachedj 

I iball add one Example mare, to Ihew how this Prince has tteat' 
edthe C^— n, to whom he owes liich infinite ObHgations. HeE 
Mai—j borrowed Two Mm^^ thouland Founds from the Geaoefe, 
atia fent it to BdrCelojut, for the Payment of the Spaai/h Army : 
This Mony was to be ie<Qine4 inwM>e current Species of Catttlomd^ 
whidi by the -Ailay is l0wei in Value 2^ /< Mr Crnt. Th«Qr'"^' 
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p^aed, as fee had Realbn, to ham the Benefit of tfris Atkwin^je, 
ofiering to apply it AH to tfie Uft of the War ; but K'-g G— — j-, 
infleadof coiuenringtotliis.niadeaGrant oftheCoinagptoone of 
his Courtiers ; wliich put a flop to rile Work : And irfien it was 
reprefenrci that the Arrtiy vould flarve by this Dday, his Majclty 
only replied, Let tbem Starve .' and woirid not recal his Gnitt. 

1 cannot forbear mentiernnghere another PaflagefencemircSub- 
fidici, TO fhew what Opinion Foreigners have of our Ealiiiefs, and 
how much they reckon dieililfelves Maftcrs of our Mony, whenever 
th^ think fitto call for ir. The Qjeen was by ^mement to pay 
Two hundred tJiou&nd Crowns a Year to die Frt^an Troops, the 
Statu One hundred thoiriand, and the Emperor only Thirty thou- 
' izni, fcff Recruiting, which his Imperial Majefty never paid. Prince 
Ei^etK happening to pafs by Berlin, tiieMinilters of diat Court ap- 
plied themfelves to himfbrRedrefs in this Particular; arxlhisHiMi- 
nefs veiy frankly promifed them, that in Confideration of this De- 
ficjcncy, Sritidn and the States ihould «ncreafc their SuMidies to Se- 
venor ttioufand Crowns more between them, aiid that the Empe- 
torffiouldbe punflual&rthetimetocome: This was done by tliat 
Prince, without any Oders or Power whatibever. ThcDweuveiy' 
Teafon^ly ref jfed osilcnting to it; but the Pri^n Minilter here, 
fliaking Ins Appljcarions ai oar Court, prevailed on tfi to agree to' 
out "Proportion, before we coujd hear what Rdblution would be 
taken in IfolldnJ. It is therefore to be hoped, that his trujfutn Ma,- 
■jeih^ wdieendofthisWar, willnot have the iame grievous Ourie 
ofCompIainC, which he had 5K the Clofe of the laft; tKathisMt- 
liraiy-Oieft was emptier by Twenty riiouiand Crowns, than at the 
time Aat War began. 

TIk Emperor, as -we have already faid, was byStipuladon'to'fillV 
nifli Ninety thoufand Men againfl the Common Enemy, as liaving 
ni> Fleers TO maintain, and in Right of his Family, being mofl con- 
cerned in the Succefs of the War. However, this Agreement hath 
heai fo ill otferved, that from the Bf^nning of the War to this 
Day, neither of the two laft Etnperdft h^ ever Twenty thou&nd 
Men, wj their own Account, in tlie Common Caufe, eicepting once 
in itdy ; when rhe Imperial Court exerted it felf in a Point they 
have much more at heart than that of gaining Sjpiwi or the Airfwto 
their Family, Wieh they had fucceedcd in tneir Attempts on the 
i\&t a't Itaiy^ andobferved oiir hjind Zeal for pufhingon theWarat 
an Adiffiiitures, they foon found out the moft effcftual Erpedicnt to- 
excufe tiiemfeives. They computed eafihr, that it wouH coft them- 
lefe to make large Prefents to Onzfit^e Perfon, liian to pay an Ar- 
my, and turn to as good AnaMint- "fiey thou^ they couldnorput 
their Affairs into better Hands; and therefore wi&ly left ns to 6^ 
'tneir Batdes- 

Kefidcs, it appeared by feveral Inflances, how little the Emperor 

rt^^Lci his^Affics,' or the Caafc ttey were tngaged in, whenonce 

^ ■■ he 
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be dunglu the>E^iiie it fclf wzs fscure. Tis blown enough, tAat 
he mkhc Jeveial Tunes have made a Peace with his discontented 
Subjecb in Htngarj., upon Terms not at all unbeficting eithei his 
Dignitf 01 Incereft ; But be lather chofe to facrtfice the whole Al- 
liance to his piivate Pallion, by entirely liibduing and enOsving s 
roiTenble People, who had but too ffiuch Provocation to take np 
Arms lo free themfelres from the OpprefBons under which they 
were groaning : Yet this muA ferve as an Ezcule for hicaking bis 
Agreement, and divemngfb areata Body of Tioops, wluch might 
have been employed ^ainfl tranee. 

Another Inibnce or thcEmperor's Inthffer^oc, or rather Diflile 
to the Common Caufe of the Allies, is the BofineTs of TsWun. This 
Delign was indeed difcovered here at home. By a Perfoii whom eve- 
ry Bodr kiiows to be the Creature of a certain Greai Mm, at leaA 
as oiuoi noted for his Skill in Gaming as in Politicks, upondiebaie 
mercenaiy End of getting Mony by Wagers ; whkh was then fb 
common a Pia^ice, that I remember a Gentleman in Employment^ 
who hasdng the Curiofity to enquire how W^crs went upon the 
Exchange, tbund fome People, aeep in the SecrO, to have been 
coiKeinca in that kind of Tiaf&rk, as appeared by Pmniuras nam- 
ed for Town^ which no body but thoie behind die Curtwi could 
lijfpcd. However, although this Projefl had gotten wind by fo 
Icandalous a Proceeding, yet To'^oa niight probably liave beeii t^ 
ken, if the Emperor h^ not thought fir, in that very ]un£h)r^ to 
detach twelve or ^een thou£uKl Men to feize Nafies, as an Enter- 
prize that was more his privatexnd immediate Interel^. But it was 
manifefl that his Imperial &fa}efty had no mind tofeeTottim inPof- 
ieffion of die Allies ; Ibr even with thele Dilcouracements the At- 
tempt might have yet fuccecded, if Prince £«gf»e had not thought 
fit to oppofe it ; which cannot be imputed to his own Judgnienr, 
but to fome Politick Reasons of his OxDt. TheDuke of 5*% was 
for attadting the Enemy, as (bon as oui A^rny arrived ; but when 
the Marefchal de Tbejfe's Troops were all come «p, to pretend to 
befiege the Place, in the Condition we were at that rime, was a 
Farce and a ]eft. Had TWob £illen then into our Hands, the M*^ 
ritirae Power of ir4we would, in a great meafuic, have been dc- 
firoycd. _ , 

But a much greater Inilancethan either of the foregoing, how Ijt- 
de the Emperor regaifled Us or OurQuairel, after all we haddonc 
to fave hisTmperialCrown, and to aflert the Title of his Brother to 
the Mooarclg of Spatp, may be brought fcom the Proceedings of 
that Court not many Months ago. It was judged, that a War car- 
ried on upon the fide of &aly, would caule a great Diverfion of the 
French Forces, wound them in a very tender Part, and Eidlitate the 
Progrefi of our Arms in,Sp4n, as well as Ftanders. It was propo- 
fed to the Duke of S^oy to make this Diveifen j and not only : 

Diverflnndiiriniir'hp&iinnm'. hnt th^Wintmr tnn fin ralino Hiiar 
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ten on thjs fide of the Hills. Only in order to nakc hjm wffliiic 
and »b]e ro perform this Work, twb Points were to be fettled. Fiift, 
It was nccefiary to end the Difpute between the Imperial Court, 
and his Ropl Highncfs; which had no other Foundation, than the 
Empctor's refufine to make good fome Articles of that Treatyj on 
the rajth of which the Duke engaged in the prefent War, and for 
rfic Execution whereof ^Hr^in said /ft/iim/ became Guairaniecs, at 
the Requeft of the laA Empetot Leopold, To remove this Difficirf- 
ty, the Earl of Pfterbororp was diftatched to VienaAy got over ibnie 
. part of thofe Difputes, to the SatisBiflion of the Duke of ' Savor, 
and had putthereftinafaiway of being accomodated, at the time 
the Emperor Jofepb died. Upon wlndi great Event, the Duke of 
Savoy look tHe RefcJtjtion of putting fiimfelf immetfiatdy at the 
Head of the Army, though the whole Matter \ns not finiflied,"fince 
the Common C^irfe required lus Affiftancc ; and that mitil a new 
Emperor wire Elefled, it was impofliblc to make good the Treaty 
to Him. In order to enable him, the oiJy thing he asked was, that 
he fl)oidd be reinforced by the Imperial Court vmh ci^t Thouland 
Men, before the cod of the Campaign. Nt. H^iswrtfi was fent to 
yienru to make this "PropofiJ, and it is credibly reported, that he 
was impowered, rMhcr than fiil, to offer forty Thoufand Pounds 
for the March of tboft eight Thoufand Men, if he found it was 
want of Ability, and not hidination, that hindered the fending 
them. But he was fo far from fucceeding, that it was &id, the Mi- 
niftcrs of that Court did not fo much as give him an Opportunity , 
to tempt tiiem with any particular Sums ; but cut off all his Hopes 
at once, by allegingthe ImpoIIibility of complyins with the Qlieen's 
Demands. uponanyConJiderationwhatfoever. They could not plciJ 
their old Exculc of the War in Hungary, which was then brouwittq 
an end : They had nothing to offer but Ibnie general SpeciiEtive 
Reafons, which it would erpofe them torepcat ; and ib, Mter much 
Delay, and many tTiflingPrerences,thcyutreHyrefiifedfoCna]]and 
fcafonable an AJTifence ; to the Ruin of a Frojea that would ha« 
more terrified B-'/ncf, and cauftdagreaterDiverfion of their Forc«i 
^han a much more numerous Army in any otlier Part. Thus, for i 
want of eight Thouliind Men, for.whofe Winter Campaign the | 
Qjieen was wiliin? to give Forty thoufand Pounds; and for want 
6e executingthe Dcfign I lately mentioned, of hindnng theEnemj 
from ercflingMagaeines, towards which Her Majefrj was ready, not 
only ro bear Her own Proportion, but a Share "of that whidi the 
Starts were obliged ro, our Hopes of taking Winrer-Quarters in the 
North and South Parts of France are eluded, 'and the War left in 
ihat Method, wliich is like to continue it longeft. Can there an 
Example be given in the whole Courig of this War, where we 
have treated the pettiell Prince, with whom we had to deal, in fo 
contemptuous a manner? Did we ever once confidcrwhatwccciild 
llS}td. orwhatWe weve. obliged to. wft^ ciurAl&Jknce was defi- 
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red, even while we lajr under immediate Apprebenlions of being 
in:r«<Ied. 

When Porrtffd/came, uiConfedrnK, imo the Grand Alliance, 
it wat ftipulaird. That rhc Empire, England and HbSmd, fbonld 
each maintain Four thonfand Men cf rbeirown Troops in that 
Kingdom, and pay between rhcm a Million of Patracoons to the 
King of Portugal, for i he Support of Twenty eight ibonfand Par- 
tugue^t ; which number of Forty thoufand, was to be the Coirf«- 
deraie Army afiiinfl Sfain on the Portugal fide. This Treaty wai 
ratified by all the three Powers. But in a ftiori time after, tbc 
Empcrot declared faimfelf nnaUe to comply with his part of the 
Agreement, and fo left the Two thirds upon Us j who very gene- 
roufly nndcnoolt that Bucthen, and at the fame time Two thirds 
of the Soblidies for Maintenance of the Purtugue:^* Troops, But 
neither is this the worft Part of the Story : For, although the 2)«K'6 
did indeed fend their own particular Quota of Four thoufand Men 
» Perttiial (which however they would not agtcc to, but upoa 
Condition, that the other Two thirds fhould be fuppHed by us;) 
yet they never. took care to recruit them : For in the Year i7oi5« 
the Portug^ut^e, Sriiifly, and Oa'cfc Force*, having marched with tha 
Earl of G-r — y into CaftiU, and by the noble Condnia of thaiGe-, 
neral, being forced to retire inio Vulsntia, it was found necefl'ar]il 
to raife a newArmy on thcPorfM^u/fide ; wht ■ " 
at fereral times, encrealed Her Eftabliftimenr ti 
hundred Men, and the Dutch never replaced < 

■ paid one Penny of their SnbRdieg to Perfugal ir i 

The Stanijh ArmV on the fide of Catitmi* is, or ought to be^ 
aboBt Fifty thoufand Men (excludre of Portugal ) '. And here ih^ 
War hath been carried on almoft entirely at our Coft. For thu 
whole Army is paid by the Qceen, excepting only feven Ban* 
lions and foarteen Sqaadrons of Dutch and PaUtities ; and evei 
Fifteen hundred of thefe are likewife in our Pay ; befides the Snti^ 
given to King Charlei for Sogdies and the Maintenance of his Conrt | 
Neither are our Troops at Gibraltur included within this numbei ' 
And further, we alone have been at all the Charge of Tranfportin; 
the Fjrces firft fent from Gtne/i to Bareelma ; and of all the Impe 
rial ii.ecroiii from time to time : And have likewife paid vaft Sua] 
ki Lery-Mony, for every individual Man and Horfe fo fnrniflied tj 
Jtccruit, tho" the Horfes were (carce wonh the Price of Tranfoorti; 
tior). But this hatb been almoin the conftant Misfortune of our Fie* 
during the prefcnt War ; infteaddf being employed on fome Entei 
wize fur the Good of the Nation, or even for the Protetaion of otj 
Trade, to be wholly talcen tip in tranfponing Soldiers. j

With ihefc Meafuret fell in all that Sett of People, who are caUed 
the Mmied Men ; fuch as bad raifed vail Sums by Trading with 
Stocki and Funds, and Lending upongreatlntereftandPrsmiumsi 
wbofe perpetual Harvelt is War, and whofe beneficial way of 
Traffick oiuft very much decline by a Peace* 

In that whole Chain of EncroachuMots made upon us by the 
Dutch, which I ha.ve above deduced, and under thole fereral grofs 
Impofiiions from other Pa»«rj, if any one ibould ask> why oh 
G 1 continued fo eafie 10 the laft ? I know no other way (o pro- 
bable, or indeed fo chaiitabile to account for it, ai by that unoiiea- 
furaUe Love of Wealth, which his bell Friends allow to be bis pre- 
.dominant PafCon. However, I Ihall wave any thing that isperlonal 
npon ibis Subjed. I fhall fay nothing of thole great Prefenis macfc 
' by feveral Princes, which the Soldiers ufed to call Winter Fora- 
ging, and faid it was better than that of the Satnmer; ofTwoa^ 
an"balf^rr<«/. fubllradl«d out of all ibc Snblldies we pay in tHofc 
Pans, which ainouncs lo no incpnlilderable Sum ; and laftly, of tbe 
grand Perquilites in a long r^ccefiiul War, wbich are lb amicably 
adjufted bciweoi Him and j\ie Siatts, 

Bnt wbea the War was thus begun, there foon fell in other tn* 
cideotj here ai home, which made the Condnuance of it necellary 
for thole who were the chief Ad vifers> The Wbigi were at tbac 
lime oat of all Credit or Coofideration : Tbe reigning Favouritts 
bad always carried what was called the Tery Prineiple, at leaft, as 
high as our Conltimtioo could bear ; and moft others in great Ev 
pIoymcDts, were wholly in the Church- 1 nterell. Thefe laft, among 
whom feveral were PerJons of the greaceft MeritgQtolity •>»d ConCt- 
quence, were not able to endure <be many Inflances of Pride, Jnfi>- 
Icnce, .Avarice and Ambition, which tbofe Favourites began fo early 
(0 dJKoverj tior to fee ihcoi preliuuins to be the fole Uljpcnfcra m 



the Royal Favour. However, their Oppofhion was [o no puttie } 
tbey wreftlcd witb loo great a Powcfi and were fooQ crulhed under 
f[. For, tltDfciB Po^eflion finding cbcy could never be (piici in 
tbeir Ufurpaiions, while ocberi had any Credit, who were at leaft 
upon an ec]aal Fool of Merit, began to make Ovenurct to the dif- 
carded ff^igi, who would be content with any Tmni of Accom- 
modation. Thus commenced this S»lemn League attd CMtnant, 
which harh ever tince been cultivated with To much Applicaiion. 
The great Traders in Money were wholly devoted. to the fVhigj, 
who bad gtlt raited them. The Artny, the Coorr, and the Trea- 
fury, continued under the old Dtfpotkk. Adminiftration : The fVbigt 
were received into Hmploymeoi, left to manage the Parliamenr, 
cry down the Landed Imerclt, aiid worry the Church. Mean time 
our Allies, wiio were not ignorant that all this artificial Structure 
had no true Foundation in the Heans of the People, rsfolved to 
make their belt ufe of it, as Jong as it Ihould laQ. Auu xbe General's 
Credit being raifed to a great height at home, by our Succeft in 
FUndtTi, the Dutch began tbcir gndual Impolitions, lefieniog theie 
Quota's, breaking their Stipulations, Garrifoning the Towns ws 
took for them, without fuppiyiDg their Troops j with many atticf 
Inft^ngements : All wbtcb we were forced to fnbmit to^ becaufe 
ibe General was madt tafit ; becaufe the Monied Men at hom« 
were iond of the War i becaufe the fj^^^ were not yet firmly fet> 
tkd ; and becaufe that cnrbitani degree of Power, which was 
built upon a (uppoled NesclTity of employing pu-ticular Perfons, 
would go off in a Peace. It is ncedlcfs to add, that the Emperor, 
and other Princes, tbllowed the Example of the Dutch, and fuc- 
ceeded as welt, for the fame Reafons. 

] have here impwed the Continuance of the Wacto themncual 
Indulgence between our General and Allies, wherein they both Co 
well round their Accounts ; to the Fears of the Mmychangfrt, left 
ibeir TtHlei ihMld bt ntrtbramn ; to the Oeligns of the f*^igs, who 
i^>prebended the Lofi of their Cocdit and Employments in a Peace; 
and to thofe at bi^f, who held their immoderate EngrofTmencs of 
.Power and Favour, by no other Tenure than their own Ptefump« 
lion upon the Neccflity of Affairs. The Truth of liiis will appear 
lEviifputable, by confidering with what Unanimity and Concert 
■thcfe fevetal Parties a^cd towards that great End. 

When the Vote palled in the Houfe of Lords, againft any Peac& 
witbout Sfain being reftored to the Au/iriti Family, the EatI o£ 

If,} M told the Houfe, Xhat indeed it was impeffible and im- 

prai^icab^e to recover Sfain ; but however, there wfte certain 
Jt^afoHS why fncb a Vote fhould be made at that time; which Rea- 
■iwf wanted no Explanation : For the G--— 1 and the M— — y 
bfving refufed to accept very advaniageoos OiTers of a Peace^ 
.after the Battle oi t^armtUes, were forced to take in a Set of Men, 
wild a ptcvioi^Biirgain, to skreea them from the Confequeoces of 
" . E " ihar 
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t&u BififcatTiagc. And accordingly upon the firft Aicceediog Op> ,. 
pomnity, which wm that of the Prince of DenmarJCa Death, the 
Chief Leaden of the Pany were bmught into fi'ceral great Em- 
ployments. 

So when tbe'Q was no longer able to bear the Tyranny and 

Inlbknce of tbofc nngraKfal ScTVinii, who as chey wtx(4 the Ftititr, 
did hmljc^ the more ; onrtwogrear Allies abroad, and ourS:ock- 
jc^iben at home, took immediately the Alarm ; applied the neareft 
way to the Ttirone, by Memorial! and Meflages, jointly difcd^ng 
Her Majcfty rot to change Her Secretary or Treafurer ; who for 
tbe true Reafons that tbefe officious Iniennediers Remanded their 
Continuance, ought neverto have been adtnicred imo the leaft De- 
flTceof Trad; fince what they did wainoihing leri. than betraying 
the Intcrcft of their Native Country, to thofc Princes, who in their 
Toms were lodo what they coutd to fupporrthetn in Power at home. 

Tfaas it plaitdy appears, that there was a Conrpiracy on all fides 
lo go on with thofe Meafiirci, which muft perpetuate the War; 
and a Confpiracy founded upon the Inrercft and Ambirioo of each 
Pany ; which bcgarfofinn a Union, that infteadofwondring'wby 
it lafted fo long, I g^m aftonifhed to think how it cattie to be broken. 
The Prudence, Courage, and Firmnefs of Her M^jefty in all [he 
Steps of that great Change, wonld, if the Particulars were truly 
related, make a Tety Aining Part in Story : Nor is Her Judgmcne 
lefs to be admired, which diretfted Her in the Choice ot perhaps 
the only Perrons who bad Skill, Credit, and Refoiuiion enough to 
be fier Infttumenti in overthrowing fe many Difficulties. 

■Same would pretend to lellen the Merit of this, by telling ut. 
tbacifae Rndeneis, the Tyranny, tbe Oppreflion, the Ingraciiade of 
ibe late Favourites towards their Miltrefs, were no lonfier to be 
ham. Thty produce Inftancci lo Ibew, bow Her M— — y was 
purtbed thnmgh all Her Fletieais, particularly at M^n^/w; where, 
afceiilie Enemy bad polTefTed thcmfelvei of every Inch of Ground, 
they at iaft atiadted and ftotmed the Cadic, forcing tbeQu — n to 
fly lovnadjoining Cottage, purruant to the Ad|jfteof 5(i/«iRfii,who 
tdh OS, It it bttter la Jmellin a comer of the Hottfi-tef, ibun with a 
iratdini tfimm in a vide Mcufe. They would have it, that Inch 
cootinned ill Ufage was enough to enflame the meckcft Spirit : Tbey 
blame the Favourites in point of Policy, and think it nothing o^ 
traordiRary, that the Qu — n Oxuld be at an end of Her Patience, 
•ndrcfcAvc todiicard tfaeoi. fiutIamofBnQtiierOpinioB,andrhiak 
their Ptoceedings were tight. For nothing is fo apt to breait even 
the braveft Spirits, as a continual Chain of Oppredions : One In- 
jury is belt defended by a fecOnd, and this by a third. By tbefe 
Steps, the old Majftrt of tbe Palace in Trance becotne Mafiers cftbt 
K^hgdom ; and by thefe Steps, a G— — ' durinz Phafure, might have 
grown into a C — — / for Life, and a 6 — '^tfor Life into a i\}^- 
^ ''at 1 ftiil intift upon ic as a Wonder, how Her M — r-y.ihw 
ed Qa all Ma^ was ablcto cxtricaK bjer fclf. 



■ HAVING that mentioned tbe real Ctakt, (ho* diftoifetf mder 
fpectogs Preiencn, which have To lonf contmued tbc War ; I mod 
beg leave to reafon a liiile with ihofe Perfbni who are againll any 
Peace, but what they call a Goed One ; and otplaio tbemrelm, 
thar no Peace cao be goed, without an entire Reftoration of Sfsin lo 
tbe Houfe of Aufiria. h is to be fuffporcd, that wfaai I am to fajr 
Bpon this Part of tbe Subjedl, will have little Inflaence on tbofe, 
whofe particular Ends or Defigni of any fort, lead them to wiih the 
Continuance of ttie\^ar. I m^an tbe General and our Allies abroad ; 
the Knot of late Favourites at home ; the Body of focb as TralGck 
in Stocks i and hUly, that Set of Fat^ioos Poliiiciani, who were 
ib violently bent, atleafl, upon C/i^^/n^ our Conftiiuiion inCburcb 
and State. Therefore llhaJl not apply my felf loany oftbole, but 
toall otbfrt itidifferenily, whether l^ig or Tery, wbofe private 
Iniereft is belt anfwered by the Welfare of their Conniry. And if 
among thcfe tbere be any, who think we ougbi to ^hc on till 
King Chdrlti is miieily fettled in the Monarchy oiSfain, I believe 
there ate feveral Points which they have not thoroughly conlidercd. 
For, Firft, It is to be obtcrved, that this Refolaiion againft any 
Peace without f^/oi is a new Inddeni, grafted upon the Original 
Quarrel, by the Intrigues: of a Fadion atnoog us, who prevailed 
10 give it the Sardion of a Vote in both Houlei of Parliament, to 
juitiHe ihofe. wbofe Intereft lay in perpetuating the War. Aod, ai 
this Proceeding was againfl tbe Fradice of ail Princes and Slates, 
wbofe Intentions were fair and honourable ; fo is it concrary to 
common Prudence, as well at Juftice. I might add, that it was 
- .impious too, by prefuming to controul Events, which are only in 
the Hand&t^ God. Ours and tbe Sistei Cotnplaiiu againft FrMtw 
aod Spain, are deduced in each of our Declarations of War, and 
our PretenGons fpecified in the£/gi6f6<4r(ii:/f of tbeGrand Alliance; 
bat there is not in any of ihefe, the leaft mention of demanding Spfin 
f^r the Houfe of Auflrit, or of refufing any Peace without chat Con- 
dition. Having already made an Exiraifl from both Declarations 
of War, I Ihall here give a Traodation of the Eighth Article in th« 
Grand Alliance, which will put this Matter out of Difpute. 

The Bigbth Article of the Graad Alliance.

Ntrvigaiions, and Commerce, and a fn^cient Prornfion, that tbe King- 
doms of France and Spain be never nt^ted, or come under tbe Goverir- 
tmn[ of tbe famt Perjbn, or that tbejamt Man maj t^er he Km oj 
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hotb Rttidoms ; dadpartkitlarly, that the FrniA m^ never he inPaf, 
feffiin of the Spanilh Weft-Indies ; and that tbry may mt have the li- 
^^rtyoJNavigation,for convfni;nc;afTrade,Knder ««y Prtlence jtbatjo- 
'ver, >ifi!her dirdhy mr indireRiy; except it ts aj^ed^ ibat the SahjeUs 
H Great Britain and Holland, may have full Pettier a uje and enjoy aH 
^hsl-ttnt Vrhnie^es, SigbtSy Jrmumties and liber:iti oj dintmerce, by 
Land and Sea, in Spain, in the Mediterranean, and in all the Placej 
and CssMtries^hich the late&ng (f1ip3in,at the time ofbts Death^m 
in Pofftan of, m -nvllin Europe, ai elfmberej at they did then ufe ^ 
enjoy-, or nhxhtbe Subjdis of both, or each ^atkn, cmldnje andeajty, 
by virtfte of any Right, cWained bejore the Death 4 the jaid IG>^ of 
ip3in,eitbtrbyTreaties,Qnve!!!ionJ,C!(j}om,orany<ubertMft>!hatfoever, 

Here, we fee t'le Demands intended to be infifted on by the AHie* 
^)on any Treaty of Peace, are, a juft and rea£>i^le&tisfaftion fot 

le Emperor and King of Great Briiein, a Security to the Staiti' 
Gi-Hfm for their Dominions. &c. and a fuflicicnt Provifion, tJiat 
R-ance and Spmn be never united under the iame Man, as King ot" 
toth Kiijgdoitts. Thereftrektes to the Liberty of TiadeandCom- '- 
merce for Us and the DiUcb ^ but not a Syllable of engaging to diP- 
poflefs the Duke o? Anjoit. 

Bur to know how this new lantjinqe of No Peace (rifjow Spain,_ 
was firft introduced, and at laft prevailed a[n6ng us,' ivemuft begin*, 
a s;reaT deal higher. . ■ ■■ 

"It w.is the Partition Treaty, whidi begot the Will" in fivonrof the 
Duke of Amou : For this iiarurally Jed the Spaniards to receive a 
Prince fupportcd by a great Power, whoielntereft, as well as Aft-. ■ 
cHon, engaged them to preferve that Monarchy entire, rather than ' : 
to oppofe him in favour of another Family, who muft expefl AP- 
fifiance from a Number of Confederates, whole principal Members 
^^d already difpofed of whardid not belong to them, and by a pre^ 
vinus Treaty parcelled our the Monarchy ot Spain. 

Thus the EXike of ^w/w got into the ftillPofleffion of all the 
.Kngdoms and States belonging to that Monarchy, as well in the 
old World, as the ncK. And w3iatever the Houfe of Anjrria pre-* 
tended from their Memorials to Us and the States^' ic was at that 
time but too apparent, that the Inclinations of the Spaniardt were 
on the Duke's fide. 

Ho^veter, a War was refolveii, and in ordir to c^ij it on wim ■ 
^reaterVigoiir, aGrandAlliaiKe formed, wherein the ends ptep6^ 
fcd to be 'obtained, arc plainly and diflinftJy laid down, as Hiave al- 
ready quoted them. It plea&J God in die Courfe of this War, to, 
blcfs the Armies oEthc Allies with remarkable Succelles ; by whidi 
ivc were (bon put iiiip a Condition of demanding and eipefling 
urh Terms of a Peace,: as we propoicd to our felves when we be- 
'Var. But inflead of rhfe, our Viftories only ferved to lead 
tuithcr y'sSomry Profpe^S j Adyaiiiage ■fras taken <f ^ 
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Sanguin Temper, wKch fo many Succcfles hai wrought the Nation 
up to ; new Romamiclc Views were propdlcd, and the old, ita- 
fonablc, lober Dcfi|n, was forgot. 

This was the Artifice of thofehere,who were furc to grow Richer, 
as the Poblick became poorer, and who after the Re folurions, which 
thetwo Houfes were prevailed upon to make, might havccarricd on 
the War with Safety to thcmfelves, till Malt and Land were Mort- 
gaged, till a general Excife were efjablilhed ; and the dtzjeme denier 
railed, by.Cfl/tfiijr/ in Tied Coats. And ilus was ]uft theCircutnftanee 
ivhich it foiled their Interefta to be in. 

The Houfe o? A^firu approved this Scheme with Realbn, Iince 
whatever would be obtained. by the Blood and Treafurc of others, 
was to accrue to that Faihily, arid they only lent their Name to the 
Gufe. 

The Gutch might, perhaps, have grown rcfty under their Bunhen; 
but Care was likcwife taken of That by a B^trrkr-Trear/ made with 
the Stale:, which deferveth fuch Epithets as I care not to beftow : 
But may perhaps coiifider it, at a proper OccaJion, in a Dijcostrje 
by it fcif 

By this Treaty, the Condition of the War, with refpefl to the 
Dutch, was widely altered : Th^ fought no longer for Stoqrity, hut 
for Grandeur ; and we, infiead of labouring to make them fafe^ 
-muft beggar our felves to render them Formdahte. 
■- Will anyone conrcnd,thatifin the Treaty a.tGertrif)denhfir^, we 
could have been fatisfied with fach Terms of a Peace, as we propo- 
fed to our felves by the Grand Alliance, the French would not rave 
. allowed them ? Tispl^n, they offercdmany more, and much greater, 
■ '- than everwe thought to infift on, when the War began : And they 
' ;^.had reafbn fo grant, as "well as we to demand them, fince Condi- 
, ^ tions of Peace Ho certainly turn upon Events of War. But furely 
P* there is fome Meafure to be obfrrved in this : Thofe who have de- 
. fended the Proceedbgs of our Negotiators at Gertrxydenbur^, dwell 
, very much upon their Zeal and Patience, in endeavouring to work 
^ ±heFrracb up to their Demands, hut fay nothing to juftifythoft Dc- 
[ 'mauds, or the Probability, that Jr.iwe would ever accept them.. 
Some of the Preliminary Articles were lb very Enravagant, that 
in all Humqn Probability we could not have obtained them by a 
fuccefsful War of forty Years. One of them was inconfiflent with 
common Reafbn ; wherein rhe Confederates refervcd to themfelves 
full liberty of demanding, what further Conditions thqr fimuld 
think fit ; and in the mean ijne, France was to del iver up fevf ral of • 
their ftrongefl Towns in a Month. Thefc Articles were very grave- 
ly Signed by our Plenipotentiaries, and thofe of Holland, but not 
by tneFyencb, though it oi^hc to have been done interchangeably ; 
nay they were brought over by the Secretary of the Arabafly-; and 
the Minifters here prevailed on the Queen to execute a Ratification 
p€ Articles, which only one Pan: had Signed : This was an Abfur- ■ 
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&tj infaYotf as wellasinRcafeii, becaufcthc ufualFonn ofaR»- 
lificarionisj with a Freavblc, ibewihg, Tbd! KbrretuOiir Mhtijlevi 
And rbojt^tbt Allies, and of the Enemy, bsve Signed, ftcVKftwifr, 
tc. The Perfon who brought over the Articles , fsdJ in all Compa- 
nies, (and perhaps believed) that it WM a Pity, we had not de- 
manded more, for the French were in aDifpofition to refofe ut no- 
thing we would aslt. One of our Picmpote).itiaries aftecicdtolwve 
ilie feme Concern, and particularly, that we had not obtained fome 
further Secnrity for the Empire on the Vpptr Shine.. 

What could be the Delign of all this Ciimaee, ^ut to amafc dw 
People, and laife StocRs foj their Friends in the Secret, to Sell to 
Advanr^e ? I have too great Ji Rtftefl tor the Abilities of thoft 
wrfio aflea in tlas Negotiation, to bcficre tlwy hoped for any other 
IflJie From it, than whst we found hj the Event. Give me leave 
t© fcppole the continuance of the War was the Tiikig at Heart, 
aunone thofe in Power, both Abroad, and at Home, anJthoi lean 
eafiJy InewtheConJiftcncy of their Proceedings; otbermfc they are 
wfio'lly unaccountable and abfurd. Did thofe, who infifted on fiich 
wild Pcmajids, ever fincerely intend a Peace? Did they really tbink 
that going' on with the War was more ehcile.foi their Country, 
tkm the Jeaft Abatement of thdc Condinons ? Was the Cnalkft 
of them worrit Six Millions a Year, ami an Hundred thou&iid 
Men's lives? Was riierc noway to provide for the Saf^cty of Briton, 
or the Security of its Tratie, but by the French King's turniiig hisown 
Arras to beat his GrandfiMi out of Sp4in ? If thde able Matefinen 
"were fo truly concerned tor our Trade, which they made tlie Pretence 
of the Wars Beginning, as well as Continuance, why did they fo 
negic^ it 'in thofe very Preliminaries, wljere the Enemy, nude fo 
many Concdlioiis, and where all that related to the Advantage of 
Holland, or tlie other Confederates, was exactly fettled? ButwlKt- 
everconcemedus,wastobeleftB) a general Treaty; no Tariff agreed 
onwirh fi'.yj« qe the Lw Cytiniries, only the Scitld was to remain 
fiiiit, whicli Vuins oor Commerce ivith Antvitrp. Our Tnule with 
Spain was referred tJie (arae way \ but this they will pietend to be 
pf HO Coufequciice, becaufc that Kingdom was to be under the Houfc 
oi A^fi>it ; and we had already m^tie a Treaty wth King Cfcrfr/fi. 1 
ia\e uideed heard of a Treaty made by Mi.Stanbtpi, with that Prince, 
for fettling our Commerce with ^pjw: But whatever it were, there 
was anotijer benveen Us and HalUad, which went Hand in E-knd 
with ir, I mean that of Barrier, whwein a Qaufe was inferred, by 
which all Advantages propofcd for Sfi^am, are to be in. conwnoi^ 
wkh. }i)lSand. 

ANOTHER Point which, I doubt, thole have not confidcred, 

— hoareagiiiift any Peace without Spain, is, that the Face of Ailairs 

"^irificndom, fince the Emperor's Death, hath been very much 

Lgei. By !;his Accident the Views andlnta^flso^Jevei^Prince* 
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3(tid %te« in the ADiance, have taken a nevr TurA, Ad I beSev^ S 
will be found dist Oors ought lo do fo too. Wc have fuffioenny 
blundered once already, by oiangiiig oht Meafures with regard to a 
Peace, wlule ouTAffatrs contim^ iii the lime Pofture ; aiw it «^ 
be too raudi in CoHfcience to blunder agan ^y not chah^ig die 
firftj •when the others are fo much altered. 

To have a Prince of the Aii/irum Family on the Throne ofSpds, 
is undoubtedly more delirablc than one of the Houfe of ^mrhia; bis 
to have theEntpireand.SpiU^ Monarchy united in thefimePofoi^ 
is a dreadful Confidcration, anddiredlly oppofite tothatWtfePrin- 
cipie, onwhidi the Eighth Article of the Graixi AJlianee is founded *. 

To tins perhaps it ivill be otjefled, that the indolent ChaT»£ler of 
llie ^Bjfrian Princes, the wretched Oeosnomy of that Government, 
riie want of a Naval Fottc, the remote diflance of thdr ftveral Tfit- 
titories from eadi other, would never fuffer an EmpCTor, thoiigb 
at the lame time Kiugof.^M»»,t«bccomeFormidahic-: Ontheoou- 
traiy,th3t hisDcpen^nccmuflconiiniial}ybeonGr«if£rvi)M; aivt 
the Advantages of Trade, by a Peace founded upon that Coniudiwii 
wabid fijon make us Amends for all the Erpcnce of the War. 

Ih Anfwer to this, Let ui oonlider the Orcumflances we muftlw 
in, before fuch a Peace could be obtained, if it were at all pra£lica- 
ble. We rauft become not only Poor for the prefent, but redutJei 
by further Mong^ges to a Hate of Beggaiy, ibr endlels Years to 
come Compare fuch a weak Condition as this with (u great aa 
Acceffion of Strength to A^firiA, and then determine how much aa 
Emperor, infuchafcite of Affiirs, would cither fear or need £rJr^ 

Ganlider, that the CompariJbn is not fconied between a Prince 
of the Hode oiAnfina, Emperoi and Kiiw of i!^i», and between t 
Prince of the Botfrbon Family, King of fritnct and Spain ; bw be- 
tween aPrince ofthehtter on!yKmgof.^Mtn, Kiid one of the for- 
mer oniting borfi Crowns in his own Perlon.

Will the Houfe of Ai]frk fM the leaft Acre of land, the testfi

fcquencesof rhisTwnof Ai6irs, occafioned by the Enmcror's Death?

The Second was, Becaufe 1 found it would De 
jiecdiiry, in the courfe of this Argument, to lay Ibmethiiig of the 
State to which this Wa; hath reducei us; At the &me time Ikneir, 
thacibch a Difcovery ought to be made as late at polSble, and at 
another luni£tuie w^vid not only be vei^ indifcrce^ but might 
perhaps bir&i^eerous. 

It is tha Folly of too many, to ndfiake the Eccho of a tsndm 
CofFee-lioufe for the Voice of the Kingdom. The Gty Coffee-houfes 
have been for fome Yeais filled withPcoplci whofeFortimes depend 
upon the Bank, Eafi-india, or fome Other Stock : Every new Fuad , 
to thele, is like a uew Mortgage to an Ufurer, whole Compaflion 
for a young Heir is eiaflly the fiune with that of a Stock-jobber to ■ 
-the iaixied Gentry. At the Court-End of the Town, the like Pla- 
ces of Rcfort are frequented eithes by Men out of Place, and co»- , 
/equently Enemies to the PiefentMiniftry, or by Officers of theAt- | 
my : No wonder then, if the general Cry, in afl fuch Meetings, be j 
againftaiiy Peaceeither trt.'i&Spaui, or wwfioWjwhichjin other Words, 
is no mote 'than .this. That diffentented Men defire anoth« Change 
of Mhiiity ; that Soticrs would be glad to keep tfirfi; Coflimiflions; 
=ndj thnf the Creditors have l^si^ fljlV^^d woid4 have, the Deb- ' 
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toEs-bomiWcTnattbetrfdexomingRues, wbile they lure any te- 
nuity to give.

they di«w viboa diemfdn*, by their.own FoUy, and have fuffere

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for it ever finee : No douH, we flsill teadi Poflerity TOfdom, btit 
they will be apt fd think thePurchale too dear j'andiwiQ) they may 
fland ro the mjgain we have made in didr Names. 

'Tis cafie to entail Debts on fucceeding Ages,aiid ro hope they will 
be able and willing topay them ; but how to inlbre Peace fai any 
Term of Years, is difficult enou^ to apprehend. Will Haman Na- 
ture ever ceafe to have the fimePaffions .' Princes to entertain De- 
figns of Intereft or Ambition, and Occafions of Qioarrel ro arifc ? 
May not we Ourfelves, by the vaiictyof Events andlncidents which 
happen in the World, be under aNeceflity of recovering Towns out 
of the very Hands of thofe, forwhomwe are now ruining ourCoun- 
try to Take them ? Neither can it be fiid, that thofe States, wiih 
whom we mky probably diifer, will be in as I^ a Condition as Our- 
felves } for, by the Circumftances of our Smadon, and the Impoll- 
ttons of our Allies, we are more exhauiled, than either they or the 
Enemy ; 2nd by the Nature of our Government, the Corruption 
of our Manners, and the Oppofition of Faftions, ^e flail be moie 
flow in recovering. 

It will, no doubt, be a mighty Comfort to our Grandchildren, when 
they lee a tew Rags hangupinVfiy^fMn^fr-/£ii7,i^ichcoJlanhuiid[ed 
Millions, whereof they are p^ing the Aireais, and boiling, as Beg- 
gars do, that their Grandfathers were Rich and Great. 

I have often reflefled on that miflaken Notion of Cfedit,fo boaft- 
' ed of by the Advocates of the late Miniftry : Was not all that Cre- 
jdit built upon Funds rai&d by the I^ndel Men, whom they Jo much 
hate and Jefpife ? Are not the greateft part of thofe Funds railed 
trom the Growth and Produft of Land :* Mufl not the whole Debt 
be entirely paid, and our Fleets and Ganilons be maintained, by the 
land and Malt-Tax, afteraPeace? If they call it Credit to run ten 
Millions iji Debt, without Parliamentary Security, by which the Pub- 
lick is defrauded of almoft half, I mull think fuch Credit to be dan- 
gerous, illegal, and perhaps treafonabie. Neither hath any thing gone 
further to ruin the Nation, than their boalled Credit. For ray own 
part, when I fawthis&lle Credit fink, upon the Change of the Mi- 
niftry, Iivas fingular enough to conceive it a good Omen, It leem- 
ed, asif the youngextra\^sant Heir hadgotznewSteward, and was 
refolved to look into his l3tatc before things erewdefperiite, which 
jnadethe Ulijrersforbe^r feeding hini with Mony, as tney ufed to do. 
SincetheMonicdMenare&rondofWar, I Ihould be glad, tliey 
would fitmifh out oneCampa^attbeirownCharge: lti»no{^x)ve 
fix or feven Millions ; and I daie engage to make it out, that when 
they have done this, inltead of comributing equal to the Landed Men, 
they will have their tulVPrindpal andhitereft, at 6pttC"^f lemain- 
ing of all the Money they ever lent ro the Government. 

Without this Refource, or fiime other equally mhaculous, it is im- 

lible for us to continue the War upon the fame Foot. ( have al- 

{ obferved, th^t the laliFunds of hi^fifl feUftiQi? ab«^ ft Milr 
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Hon, though die Peribns mofl con /eriant in Ways and Means eftl- 
pioycd their utmoft Invention ; lb that of necdEty we niuft be ftill 
more deftflive next Campaign. Butperhaps our Allies willmakcup 
this Deficiency on our fide, By greater Efforts on their own. Quite 
the contrary; both the Emperor and HoBdnd failed this Year in,Ie- 
veral Anides; and ^nliea to us, Ibme time ago, that they cannot 
keep np to the fime Proportions in the next. We have gained a 
noble Barrier for the latter, and they have nothmg more to demand ■ 
or ddire. The Eniperor, however languin he may now a&Qtoap- 
pear, wOl, I fuppole, be fitisfied with Ni^ts, Sinly, MiTan, and ha 
other Acquifitions, rather than engage in a long hopelefe War, for 
the RecoveiTof iSjpi«», to which his Allies the Dafcjii will neither 
^ve their Amftance nor Conftnt. So that fince we have done their 
Suflnefi i fince they have no further Service for our Arms, and we 
have no more Money to give tliem: And laftly, fince we neither de- 
firi anyRecompence, nor expeft any Thanks, we ought, in pity, to 
be diCnifled, and have leave to fliift for our felves.- They are ripe for 
a Peace, to enjoy and cultivate what we have conquered for them; 
and fo are we, to recover, if poffible, the EJfefls of their Hardlhips 
Upon Us. The firft Overtures from t'ntrtce, are made to En^Urd, up-* 
on fife and honourable Tenns : We who bore the Burthen of the 
War, ought, in realbn, to have the greateft Ihare in making tiie Peace.' 
If we do not hearken to a Peace, others certainly will ; and get.thei 
Arfvaiitage of us there, as they luve done in the War. Weknowthe 
"DiiUli have perpetually thrcatned iis, that they would enter into fe- 
parateMeafures ofa Peace, ; and by tlie Strength of that Argument j 
as wdl as by otbtr Fomrful Msttves, prevaiitfl on thofe, who werd 
then at the Helm, to comply with them on any Terms, rather thaii 
put an end to a War, which every Year brought rhem fudi erett 
Acccffions to their Wealth and Powers Whoever falls off, aPeace 
will follow; and then we niuft be content with fuch Condkions, as 
Out Allies, out of thcirgrcat Concern for our Safety and loterefl, 
will pleaie to choofe. They have no further occafion for Fighmig ; 
fliey nave gained their Point, and they now tcli us, it is our War | 
ib that in OMiinion Joflicc it ought to be our Pttu. 

All we can ptopofe, by the defperate Steps of pawning otif I-ana. 
or Malt-Tax, or ereding a general Eidfc, is only to raife a Fund of 
Inttiaeft, for running m annually four Millions fmiher in Debt, with- 
out any Profocft of ending 'the War id iveJl, as ive can- do at pre- 
fent: And tvnen we have funk the only un-engagcd Revenues we 
had left, oiir IncumbranCts mull of necality remain perpetual.

their Trade | }et we bore o^ then, as the Frtneh do now : Kor was 
there any thing decilive in their Succeffei : They grew weary, as 
well at we, and at taft contnted to a Peace, nnder which we mifbc 
IravC bec6 happy enough, if it had not been followed by that wife 
Trtaty of Parttiim, which revived the Flame, that bath laftcd ever 
(incc. I fee nbihing elfe in the modern way of making War, but that 
the Side which can hold out longeft, will end" it with moK Adratt-^ 
fage. Jb fuch a clofc Country as Flmderi, where it is carried on 
by Sieges, the Army thai a<3s oSea5vt\y, is at a much greater Ex- 
pence oF Men and Mony; and there is hardly a Town taken in the 
common Forms, where the BeRcgers have not the Woefe of the Bar* 
gain. I ncTcr yet knew a Soldier, who would not affirm, That any 
Town might be Taken, if you were content to be at the Charge. 
Jf yog will count upon facHficing fo much Blood and Treafure, the 
reft is all a regular, eftabJilhed Method, which cannot fail. When 
iheKingoffr,««, inthe Times of hit Grandeur, fat down before 
a Town, his Generals ^nd Engineers would often ^x tbe Day when 
it fhould furrendcr. The Enemy, fenfibleof all this, hath for fome 
Years paft avoided a Battle,' where be hath fo ill fucceeded, atxi 
ukcn a fiirer way to confUme us, by. letting onr Courage evaporate 
sgainft Stones and Rubl»fh, and facriliciiig a fingleTowo to a Cam- 
paign, which he can To much better afford to LoTe, than we to Take. 

LASTLY, Thofe who are ib violent againft on/ Pfirrf, withour 
Sfain being reftored to the Houfe of Auflna, have not, I believe, caffc 
their Eye upon a Cloud gaiherinR in the North, which #e have 
helped to rairc,aDd may quickly break in a Storm upon our Heads. 

Tbe Nortbem War hath been on Foot, afiooft ever fince our 
Breach with A-i)«» I The Snccefi of it various ; bat one£fl«ft td 
be apprehended was always the fame, that fooner or later it wooltt 
involve nt in its Canfequ«ncet, and that, whenever this DappeiKtf, 
let our Saccefs be never fo great againft Ftmci^ from th« MoaieiU 
Ffrtwf would have the Advantage. 

By our Guaranty of the Treaty of TrdvenJaU, we were obliged 
to hinder the King of £>Mnun^ from engaging in a War wiibS»^m- 
Jt was at that time uodeeftood.by all Parties, and fo declared, even 
%g the Briti^ MinUtcrs, xHm tbu fing^jEineiic cfpecialty regarded 
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Dtmnar^soat utEXtmgKm^ At^ufiui. Bnt, however, iftbU had 
not been (o, yet oftr Obligati<»i lo Auini ftood in Force, by vinue 
of former TreKiei With thai Crown, which were all revived and 
confirmed by a fnbfcQueDt one, cooclnded at the Htpu by Sir Jo- 
ftfb tf^lliamfiit and Monfiem Liiienrttii aboOi ibe latter end of 
IDC late King's Reign. 

However, the War in the North uooeedeJ, and onraoi'aflifiing 
Soedm, was at leifl aiwell exculed byibe Wat, which we were 
entangled in, ai hi) not concribnting his Contingent lo the EmtHrc^ 
whereof he is a Member, wis eicufed by the Prcflbret be lay na> 
der, having a Confederacy to deal with. 

' In this Wat the King of Swedtn wai Vldoriousi and what Din- 
gers were we not then ezpofed to ? What Fears w6re we not in ? 
He marched into Saxfnj, and if be had really been in the Freneb 
Iniereft, might at once hive pnt us under the greaicft DifficuliiesL 
But the Torrent inrned aooditr way, and be cpntentcd himfelf vnxh 
tmpoling on hit Enemy the Treaty of ^/r ^ajiadt ; by whichKiog 
Augtijliu makes an abfoluce CclSon of the Crown of Palmd, re- 
. notmces any Title to it, acknowledges SMi»y7diif ; and then, both 
be and the King of Sueden, join in dcgring the GnarantT of EmglatU 
tnd SallMid. The Q - ■ a did, indeed, not give this Guinuity to 
Form ; but, » a Seep towards it, tbe Title of l^g was given to

«ad in a Committee of Council, that the Guaranty Ihonld fperdiljr 
be granted ; and that in the mean while, it was the lame thing a* 
if the Forms were palled.

CouDtl, to fuboiiitothe Terms of this Treaty; particularly, becaufe 
we went out of the Empire to cover Pe/ami and yuilamJ, but did 
not go out of it to cover the Tcrriiories ofSutden. 

La us therefore confider, what is our Cafe at jwcfem. If the i 
Kmg of S«eA« returns, and gets the better, he will think himfelf 
under no Obligation of having any Regard to the loterefts of the 
Allies; but will naturally pnrfue, accordingto bis own Expreflion, 
Bii Enemy, wherciver he finds him. In this Cafe the Cur^jof the 
NcmralJty is obliged tooppofe him, and fo we are cncaced in a 
fecond War, before the firft is ended..
